My home was in the extreme 
"Orthern end of the State of Illinois, 
Within five miles of the W isconsin 
Jibe—over seven hundred miles from 
j£*lro at the mouth of the Ohio River 
There was no rsilroad at that time 
that part of Illinois, or any that 
r *u in that direction. I waa deter¬ 
mined, however, to go home. The 
leather waa uncommonly cold. I 
Ns scantily clad, and had but a few 
dollars in money. After thinking

It was a terrible experience. I 
t»a* a mere boy, unused to mnch I 
Physical exertion.

&trawn told me he would keep me 
Pttrnlght If I could carry some legal 
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papers to " Abe” Lincoln, who at¬ 
tended to all his legal business. 

•’Don’t know him? Well, any¬ 
body in Springfield can tell you 
where his office is—up by the 
court-house. He’s just the smartest 
lawyer there is in this State, and 
he would be Governor yet if it 
wasn't for his infernal politics,” 
said Strawn. 

I started the next morning at sun¬ 
rise. The distance to Springfield 
was thirty-five miles. I saw some 
heavy marching during the war, but 
no single day’s marching journey ever 
exceeded the wearisome monotone of 
this long, level road. I arrived in 
the city before nightfall. The first 
man I asked said: 

” You will find ' Abe’ Lincoln’s 
office on the west side of Court- 
House Square, in the only building 
that ain’t got any paint on it.” 

And so I did The entrance was 
in a hallway. 

A. Lincoln, Attorney 

was on a plain strip of black tin on a 
door to the left. I knocked, and a 
loud, cheerful voice instantly re¬ 
sponded, ’’Come ini” I timidly 
opened the door, and, entering, I 
observed a man sitting in an old fash¬ 
ioned splint-bottom chair before a 
blazing wood fire, his feet against 
the mantel higher than his head, and 
reading a copy of the Louisville 
Journal. He never looked up but as 
I advanced towards the fire, which 
at the moment attracted ine more 
than the man, he said: 

” Well ?” 

”1 have some papers here which 
I brought from Jacob Strawn near 
Jacksonville,” was my reply. 

Down came the feet and up went 
the head, and as he took the bundle 
be said: “Didn’t think the old 
codger would send a horse out on 
such a night as this.” 

When I told him I had walked 
the entire distance, his interest in 
me became so great that he never 
stopped questioning me until I had 
told him my whole story. 

As he rose from his chair he 
seemed to undouble like a pocket 
rule, his legs and arms dispropor¬ 
tionately long, his hair disheveled, 
his clothing seedy, and his general 
appearance quite unprepossessing. 
But he had not talked to me ten 
minutes in his quiet, sympathetic 
way, before I thought him about the 
handsomest man I had ever seen. 

I grew warm and cheerful in his 
presence, forgetting my great hun¬ 
ger and fatigue. 

He manifested great interest in 
my adventure, and discussed the 
slavery question from standpoints 
that were quite new to me. He con¬ 
demned the system on moral, politic¬ 
al, and financial grounds, but it was 
hard for me to tell for whom be had 
the greater sympathy, the slave or 
his master. 

“Slavery,” Lincoln said, “exists 
only by the tolerance of Christian 
people; but its advocates are deter¬ 
mined that Christianity shall encom¬ 
pass its abolition.” 

Continuing, he said it was a con¬ 
flict that could not last forever, and 
it could have but one ending. It 
must cease to exist. If during the 
last twenty years its advocates had 
held an annual convention to de¬ 
termine upon something they would 
do in the following year to annoy 
or incense their opponents, they 
would have proposed about what 
they had done, and if it were con¬ 
tinued, as it had been in the past, 
there were plenty of people then 
living who would see the end of 
human slavery. He said he was 
quite sure it would not outlive the 
century. It seemed to him that 
gradual emancipation, and 

governmental compensation, would 
bring it to an end. 

Finding that I had no money, he 
took five dollars from his pocket, 
saying: 

"Take this. I will charge it up to 
that old codger.” 

Taking up the newspaper he had 
laid down, he wrote on the white 
margin in a line eighteen inches long: 

“Take care of this boy until to-morrow 
or longer if the weather is bad, and send 
the bill to me. A. Lincoln." 

Tearing this off and handing it to 
me, he pointed out of the window to 
a hotel across the square, and told 
me to go there and remain until I 
could resume my journey. 

As I stepped out into the snow and 
turned my back on that friendly face, 
I little thought I had made the ac¬ 


quaintance of the one great figure 
that would illumine the pages of 
American history in the nineteenth 
century. 

I was well cared for at the hotel, 
and the next day continued my 
journey, reaching my home in due 
time, having walked about eight 
hundred miles in thirty days.

III hei delightful book, “ The 
Heart of h Soldier,” Mrs. Lh Salle 
Pickett, wife of General Pickett, 
wlo made the famous charge at 
Gettysburg, tells how ahe first met 
Mr Lincoln. She writes: 

I was in Richmoud when my 
soldier fought the awful Battle of 
Five Forks. Richmond surrendered, 
and the surging sea of five swept the 
city News of Five Forks reached 
us, and there was a report that 
General Pickett had been killed. 

I did not believe it, but I was very 
anxious 

The day after the fire there was a 
sharp rap at the door. The servants 
had all run away. The city was full 
of Northern troops, and my environ¬ 
ment had not taught me to love 
them With my baby on my arm, I 
opened the door and looked up at a 
tall, gaunt, sad-faced man in ill-fit¬ 
ting clothes, who asked: 

” Is this George Pickett’s place?” 

“ Yes, sir, but he is not here,” 

I said. 

“ I know that, ma’am.” he replied. 
"But I just wanted to see the place. 

I am Abraham Lincoln.” 

"The President!” I gasped. 
The stranger shook his head. 

"No, ma’am: no, ma’am. Just 
Abraham Lincoln, George’s old 
friend.” 

" I am George Pickett’s wife and 
this is his baby,” was all I could say. 

I bad never seen Mr. Lincoln, but I 
remembered the love and reverence 
which my soldier always spoke of 
him. 

DOUGLAS HHLD LINCOLN'S HAT 

When Mr. Lincoln delivered his 
first inaugural he was introduced by 
his friend, United States Senator B. 
D. Baker, of Oregon. He carried a 
cane and a little roll—the manuscript 
of his inaugural address There 
was a moment’s pause after the intro¬ 
duction, as he vainly looked for a 
spot where he might place his high 
silk hat. Stephen A. Douglas, the 
political antagonist of his whole 
public life,'the man who had pressed 
him hardest in the campaign of 
i860, was seated just behind bim. 
Douglas stepped forward quickly, 
and took the hat which Mr. Lincoln 
held helplessly in his hand. " If I 
can’t be President,” Douglas whis¬ 
pered smiling to a member of the 
President's party, " I at least can 
hold his hat.” 

COULD HX THLL ? 

A " high" private of the Penn¬ 
sylvania Volunteers, wouuded to 
Chancellorsville, was taken to Wash¬ 
ington. One day as he waa be¬ 
coming convalescent, a whisper ran 
down the long row of cots that the 
Presideut was in the building aud 
would soon pass by.

Held on Cospiraoy Plot—Set¬ 
tled by Parties. 

John Aruhait, claiming his age to 
lie 29 and giving his address as 
Poughkeepsie, N Y.. together with 
Daniel Lynch, of 300 West JJne 
Hundred and Fifty-first street, New 
York, aud Mrs. Ella Blair Baudis of 
230 Chestnut avenue, Altoona, were 
scheduled for a hearing late today 
before Alderman Charles A. Piper, 
tlie irio being arrested following au 
alleged abduction of Miss Helen 
Fabiau, surd about 21, of 1515 
Twenty first Avenue, who is said to 
have been forced lo marry Aruhart 
at Holiidaysliurg last Tuesday. 

Tlie parties io the suit uow 
pending are all deaf.mutes and the 
circumstances suriouuding the case 
involve one of the most unusual 
episodes of the kind to oAme before 
the local authorities for sviine lira*. 

Mr Elwaul A. Berm-sky of this 
city, a sister of tlie Fabian girl and 
with whom the latter resides, gave 
tier version of the events this morn 
ing to the Altoona Mirror, tlie local 
woman clainmig that the sister was 
illegally teiuoved from her home 
through misrepresentation and that 
every effort would be made to briug 
the trio to justice for alleged fraud. 

According to Mrs. Hermesky, 
Lynch and Mrs. Baudis caiue to 
her home Tuesday morning ami 
naked that Miss Fabiau lie permitted 
to go with them for au hour to give 
some suggestions lelativeto weav¬ 
ing carpel, at which occupation tlie 
girl was eugaged since completing 
her education in a Pittsburgh school 
for deaf mutes This request was 
granted and it was uo turn it later iu 
the day that anything was discover 
ed amiss, a telegram being seut to 
tlie Hermesky, presumably signed 
by the sister, stating that she had 
been married to Aruhart. 

The latter is alleged to have wait¬ 
ed somewhere ou -Twelfth Avenve 
while the other two . went to the 
home aud secured the girl, and later 
taking her to Ilollidaysburg where 
tlte marriage lloense was secured. 


Mrs. Hermesky claims that her 
sister was forced to go through with 
tlie ceremony attendant upou 
obtaining the license and the 
marriage under pressure of the 
three companions After the liceuse 
was obtained the parties went to 
the office of C. I Lewis of Hollidays- 
burg where the weddiug was per¬ 
formed, the justice stating this 
morning (hat uo uuusual cir¬ 
cumstances were evident at this 
stage of the procedure and he was 
entirely unfamiliar with the state, 
of affairs. 

The telegram received by Mrs. 
Hermesky Tuesday state that the 
parties were enroute to Niagara 
Falls and New York, so a hurried 
long distance call was made to an¬ 
other sister in Pittsburg, Mrs 
Mary Slater, who was asked to meet 
the train and intercept the Altoona 
girl This was done without much 
trouble at the Pittsburg station and 
tlie three companions later dis 
appeared, hut came back to Altoona 
where they were arrested yesterday 
afternoon. 

Edwird Hermesky, the brother- 
in-law of the girl, went for Miss 
Fabian and brought her home Wed¬ 
nesday, the girl being almost iu a 
state of collapse after tbe affair, so 
the sister here clai s. Mr. Ilerme 
sky made the information against 
the trio and they were lodged in the 
oity jail to await a hearing in de¬ 
fault of $500 hail each. 

Miss Fabiau, the sister stated, 
did not know Aruhart prior to his 
ooiuiug here, aud that while she had 
spent some time in a school for the 
deaf-mutes, her mental qualifica¬ 
tions were not developed to a state 
where she could legist being an 
easy and innocent victim to the 
aleged plot .—Altoona (Pa.) Mimor, 
F*b. 1, 1924.

BROOKLYN 

A reporter interviews a silent 
club member. 

Tom Cosgrov* can talk but he 
cannot hear, not even Ihe loudest 
sound. To that extent he was more 
or less fortunate than thes eveu or 
eight others who were present at the 
interview. They could neither speak 
nor hear. 

‘ I used to care,” Cosgrove said 
in the exptessionless voice which 
complete deafness lias left him. 

" They don’t mind, either Look at 
them; do you see any tears iu their 
eyes?” 

They might Indeed have been al 
most any ordiuaty group of men 
though MXttaordiuarily quiet and 
polite. 

“ Wait,”Cosjtove dtoned. “I’ll 
ask them.” 

His right hand was raised direct¬ 
ed toward one of the group. His 
Augers fl ished, his wrist bent; be 
spelled off words as fast as a man 
talks. The other utau laughed, 
raised his hand and answered. 

“ He says yes,” Cosgrove ex 
plained. 

“ Yes what?” 

“ Yes, lie should worry.” 

noiseless discussion. 

Tti* question had evidently pro¬ 
voked quite a lively discussion. 
Hands Hiul fingers worked ootivul 
sively ou all sides. The room was 
strangely still—strangely, with so 
many men present. Nor was there 
a sound from the next room, where 
three exciting catd games weie 
going on. 

Cosgrove sat ou a billard table. 
There were two oiher tables 'n tlie 
room, which was long and narrow, 
witli a dais at one end—tlie replica 
of a thousand other lodge or club 
halls in New York. 

The reporter had fouud seveu or 
eight men lounging apout the bil¬ 


liard tables, which were covered 
with black oilcloth, chattiug with 
their fingers Lie had come prepared 
for any eventuality. On a piece of 
paper which he handed to the first 
of the group to approach him was 
written: 

“ I’in a reporter from the Eagle. 

Is there somebody tiere who can 
answer some questions about, the 
Silent Club ?” 

The man who took the paper 
went into the rear room, where the 
card games were The players 
signaled him to get out. It did not 
require any knowledge of sign 
language to see that. In the meet¬ 
ing room he found Cosgrove. 

“I lost my hearing when I was 14,” 
Cosgrove said. “ I’m 31 now. I 
can talk all right. Write your 
qae-tions; I’ll answer them ” 

HAD TO BE POUNDED. 

The Silent Club, he explained, 
simply had to be founded. There 
nr* about 700 deaf mutes in Brook¬ 
lyn and nearly 2,000 in Manhattan. 
Their afflictions barred them from 
many lines of business. It barred 
tlie <1 from ordinary social inter¬ 
course. It batted them from tlie 
theatre, from all music, from all 
sounds of voice or instrument. 

Iu the movies, to be sure, they 
had found a tremendous diversion, 
the first ttial ever came, perfect in 
every particular, to them. Several 
schools for deaf-mutes iu New York 
also served to increase theii means 
of communication with each other 
bntsoaicely with “ hearing people ” 
All ot the eitcumslancee, tollable 
iu that, they did not make them 
helpless, as blindness or lameness 
does, served to force them into a 
society of their own. 

The Silent Club was organized 
about five years ago. It has moved 
several times, as it grew larger, 
aud it expects to move in the near 
future from its present quarters, 308 
Fulton Street, because it is grow- 
iug. It lias between 60 and 70 te 
gular members at present, all men. 

“ The women,” Cosgrove said, 

“ seem to make their way in tlie 
regular societies and orders belter 
thau the men. But deaf mute men 
generally go with deaf mute girls 
aud marry them. Sometimes, 
though, one marries a hearing girl. 

few born deaf. 

“Few of us, you know, were 
born deaf. I don’t think I cat) re¬ 
call a single oue in the club They 
all had accidents or illness that left 
them this way. Mostly it happen¬ 
ed wheu they were ohildreu or very 
young.” 

Oue of the witnesses to the inter¬ 
view stepped forward and wagged 
his fingers violently at Cosgrove. 

“ He says,”Cosgrove interpreted 
“ that heaud his wife aie both deaf 
mutes aud that he has three chil¬ 
dren, all hearing childien. One is a 
telephone operator He says that, 
be tbiuks that children of deaf- 
mutes are keener ou an aveiag* tliau 
the children of hearing people. 

“I missed my hearing at first and 
so did thes* men, but gradually this 
disappears. We can’t have any 
music or any singing or any thea¬ 
ters, where it is mostly talk, but we 
dou’t care. We eau still read, we 
can still see. 

“I can read lips a little. Most of 
us can, but not surely. I wouldn’t 
waul to misunderstand what you 
say In the deaf-mute schools they 
teach a combined system—lip read¬ 
ing aud tbesigu language. Al) in¬ 
telligent mules favoi it. Ttiere is 
some other kind of system they are 
tryiug to put over—the oral system. 
Tlu-y are trying to teach mutes to 
talk. They’ve got a lot of utopa 
ganda going around, mostly about 
how had it looks fot a man to be 
talking with his fingers. Tfcsy say 
it isn’t dignified, it doesn’t look 
light. I don’t kuow how they are 
going to teach mutes to talk, but I 
think this, that it is a waste of 
time.” 

“ Wliat good will music do you 
at your it*.'.'. ?” 

“ The same good it would do you. 
We get the rhythm, the beat of the 
drum. We get the time. Maybe 
we feel tlie reverberations as much 
as we hear it. But witltou' music 
we couhin’t dance any more thau 
you.” 

" I cau’t dance.” 

“Then, any more than you if you 
could dance,” Cosgrove insisted. 

“The fact, that we are deaf and 
that the othets, most of them, are 
mute—some of the Brooklyn deaf 
can speak as clearly as I do-—does 
not isolate us together I get along 
at the printing trade. That man 
over there is a leather man, that 
one is a machine operator, that one 
a printer. In the things we can’t 
get with other people, with hearing 
people, we gel among ourselves. 
We don’t miss anything Or la¬ 
ther, if w* dui we’ve mostly got ovei 
it.”— Brooklyn Eagle.
